PROTESTS AGAINST 
REDUCTION. 


At a special meeting of Irish national 
teachers in Kells, Mr. Martin Lynch, Kil- 
ekyre, presiding, a resolution was carried pro- 
testing in the strongest manner against any 
interference with the terms of the salary 
agreement arrived at in November, 1920, be- 
tween representatives of the national teachers.

THE EXPORT TRADE. 


MINISTER’S REPLY TO CATTLE- 
OWNERS. 


In view of statements made at a meeting 
of one of the Cattle Trade Associations in 
Cork and published in the morning papers of 
Monday, November 12th, regarding the pre- 
sent position of the Irish cattle export trade, 
the Minister for Agriculture desires to pub- 
lish the following facts :— 

(1) The statement that “‘the number of

Everything possible 
should be done within the limits of security 
against spreading infection to obviate the 
enormous financial loss te owners through 
slaughter, Department submit case for 
sympathetic consideration.” 

A reply was received this morning (Mon- 
day) to the following effect :— 

“Everything possible being done to pre- 
vent infection reaching the 700 store cattle 
now isolated at Merklands. Compulsory 
slaughter, without compensation, will not be 
resorted unless disease is discovered 
amongst them. Suggest you continue your 
effeorts to persuade owners of these cattle 
to kill them, to avoid heavy losses which 
result if the animals. become infected. Ministry 
net wanting in sympathy with these owners, 
but must carry out provisions of Importation 
of Animals Act, 1922.’’ 


THE LEEDS OUTBREAK. 

There has been no suggestion from the 
British Ministry that the cattle held up at 
the other landing places mentioned should be, 
or will be, slaughtered. These cattle were 
held up on account of an outbreak of disease 
in Leeds among Irish animals, until all the 
animals associated with the diseased cattle 
had been traced back to their places of origin 
tú Ireland, and until the Department’s 
ypectors had examined all the animals on the 
nome farms and certified them free from 
disease. Tho ,)»- artment of Agriculture has 
succeeded in tracing all cattle involved in the 
Leeds outbreak, and were in a position to 
establish a clean bill of health on Sunday, 
the 11th instant. This fact wag at once com- 
municated to the British Ministry, and it is 
anticipated that the result will be the re- 
opening of all the ports mentioned, except 
a, and the releasing of all cattle from 
the “+ ar Sa at these ports. 
(2) The tish Government pays compensa- 
tion for all cattle—Irish, En Eh. and Cana- 
dian—slaughtered in England, except cattle 
imported from the Free State, Northern Ire- 
land, or Canada, and slaughtered in a Janding 
place. The Free State Government pays com- 

nsation for all cattle slaughtered in the Free 
Éiata The slaughtering of cattle either in 
England or the Free State is, therefore, 
covered by compensation, except whére cattle 
any to be slaughtered in a British landing 
place. 
(3) This is the position since the passing of 
the Diseases of Animals Act, 1922, This is a 
British Act dealing with catile after landing 
in England, and came into operation on the 
1st ~— April, 1923. 

(4) Normally cattle are not detained at a 
landing place for more than ten hours. The 
Glasgow cattle were detained beyond this 
period, and are still ined, because of the 
outbreak which occurred in the landing place.
